While worry in g over the fate of our 
trad ition al frien d Fran ce, we can n ot be 
without con cern for our powerful en emy - 
tumed -frien d . the West German republic. 
The presid en t of that republic, Theod or 
Heuss, is n ow makin g the first visit to this 
coun try ever mad e by a German head of 
state. An d his presen ce amon g us should be 
a forceful remin d er of German y ’s im port­ 
an ce in the d efen se an d ad van cemen t of the 
Western n ation s. 
In d eed , the tragic weakn ess of Fran ce 
on ly serves to emphasize the W est’s n eed 
for a stron g German y as a European bul­ 
wark again st the Soviet Commun ist world . 
Just 14-y ears ago, Allied armies were 
moun tin g their historic in vasion of N or­ 
man d y in the big d rive to roll back Hitler’s 
forces an d crush his brutal 12-vear regime. 
There is in evitable iron y in the fact that 
we should n ow be rely in g so heavily upon 
the German s to help hold a barrier again st 
the n ew maraud ers from the east. 
In a hard , practical sen se we have had 
n o choice. Western Europe’s NATO n etwork 
without German y is wid ely con sid ered in ­ 
ad equate even as a mere d elay in g mechan ­ 
ism in the even t of Russian aggression . 


But an other sid e of the m atter must be 
looked at. We were boun d in an y even t to 
welcome German y in to the family of free 
n ation s, provid ed that it met the con d ition s 
of acceptability . To be everlastin gly un for­ 
givin g would be to violate our o w n 'cod e of 
morals. 
The Bon n republic, un d er the able an d 
d ed icated lead ership of Kon rad Ad en auer, 
has con sisten tly met the test. It has given 
con vin cin g evid en ce of a wish to be align ed 
on the sid e of freed om. 
Rememberin g German y ’s in stigation of 
two world wars, we have a d uty alway s to 
be alert for sign s of a militaristic resur­ 
gen ce. But it is on e thin g to be alert an d 
an other to be, as some still are, con stan tly 
suspicious, vin d ictive an d un forgivin g. 
We have n o reason to believe the Ger­ 
man s are n ot thoroughly committed to 
liberty . If as it seems they really are, then 
we an d all the West may be greatly than k­ 
ful. for it is a tremen d ous gain for the free 
world . 
As a sy mbol of the n ew German n ation . 
Presid en t Heuss d eserves a warm, heartfelt 
welcome wherever he goes in America. He is 
our frien d .

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HOI STON, TEXAS . . . . We are down here for a few day s 
in this teeming metropolis of the great Sou thwest. Ev ery thing 
is big in Hou ston • and new. Since ou r last v isit heie ov er 
fou r y ears ago, the city has mu shroomed westward toward the 
famou s Hotel Shamrock which stands ten miles ou t from the 
city proper. When the oil ty coon. Glen McCarthy , pu t 21 million 
dollars into the Shamrock rn 1949 it was called a folly becau se 
of its distant location. Today , the hrtlel is, dab in the center of 
hu ndreds of bu ildings and thriv ing shops, This city is famou s 
for its beau tifu l girls and big men in broad brimmed ten gallon 
hats. It certainly has an abu ndance of both. Bu siness is good 
here and the only su ggestion of a recession is in newspaper 
reports of u nemploy ment coming from the rest of the cou ntry . 
Hou ston's prosperity is deriv ed primarily from oil bu t the city 
boasts of hu ndreds of v ariou s indu stries and is the cou ntry ’s 
fifth largest seaport by v irtu e of a hu ge deep water canal ru n­ 
ning the fifty odd miles to the Gu lf of Mex ico . . . . It s a strange 
thing, bu t as we wander throu gh the city the v ariou s stores 
remind me of home. Not especially by their size bu t by mental 
association. As an instance, the big department stores, Foley s 
and Joskcs bring Vie and Joe Eichler to mind. As we passed 
a 
long line in front of a mov ie hou se waiting to get in to see 
Marjorie Morningstar, Bill Rhodes flashed into mind standing 
in the Dix on lobby . We hoped he had a hu e too. The enormou s 
nu mber of Cadillacs here brou ght Jay and Dean Harrison into 
my thou ghts. The v ast newspaper empire and open window 
presses roaring made me think of ou r own Telegraph. We walk­ 
ed by a lou nge called The Pied Piper. We cou ldn’t help bu t 
hav e a fleeting thou ght of Ed Piper and his Peter Pipers. A 
fire tru ck roaring u p the street made u s think of Gail Key ser. 
The millions of dollars lav ishly spent on their new' Medical 
Center here brou ght to ou r mind the recent hospital driv e in 
Dix on. Thou sands of miles don't ev er obliterate y ou r home 
thou ghts and the people and things y ou work with day by day . 
May be that’s why nearly ev ery one has a tpu eh of homesickness 
when thpy are away . . . . They hav e a new International air­ 
port here second to none in the cou ntry . It is a rev elation after 
the stru ggle to go throu gh Chicago* Midway . Hou ston's weather 
is hot and dry bu t .ev en the smallest shops as well as pi actu al­ 
ly ev ery home is completely air conditioned. The weathei is not 
the only thing that is dry here. There are no tav erns, bars or 
cocktail lou nges by State law. There is, howev er, an ov er­ 
abu ndance of so-called membership clu bs. These clu bs serv e 
ev ery pu rpose and more that a tav ern might at home. All 
y ou need is a membership caid and they will gladly fu rnish one 
at the door. Horse racing, dog racing, Jai Alai and ev ery other 
form of gambling is prohibited in Tex as and ev en the former 
wide open towns su ch as Galv eston and Corpu s Christie are 
closed u p tight. A new administration accou nts for this. How­ 
ev er. Hou ston is a wonderfu l sports center. Rice draws thou s­ 
ands to their football games and the Hou ston Bids, the Tex as 
leagu e baseball team, ou t draws ev ery other city in the leagu e - 
ev en Dallas. Their^ Coliseu m is alw-ay s fu ll with some ty pe of 
show'. Either a Stock show, a Rodeo or a spoiling ev ent 
To giv e an inkling as to the generosity of Hou stonians - last 
Thu rsday a policeman was killed in the performance of his du tv . 
By Satu rday noon, with no solicitation whatsoev er bv the press, 
the police department had receiv ed ov er $10,000 to be tu rned 
o”er to the officer’s family . If y ou ask a local citizen a direction 
and he doesn't happen to hav e the answer, chances are he will 
keep stopping other people for y ou u ntil the right answer comes 
forth . . . . All the hou ses are large with beau tifu l lawns, per­ 
fectly kept. They u se a ty pe of grass here called St. Au gu stine 
which spreads like wildfire and forms a thick carpet. I shou ldst 
hav e mentioned that - it makes me think of the height my 
owm grass at home mu st hav e reached . . . . We wou ld like to 
mention ou r gratefu lness to all the folks at home that hav e 
sent cards and flowers to ou r wife du ring her confinement here 
at St. Lu kes Hospital.
